.Torrance has attracted 2219 new residents since a year 
ago to rank it In fifth place among the 62 cities in the 
county.

The new population total of 97,150 was estimated in 
the annual report by the County Regional^ Planning Com­ 
mission.

But city officials take issue with the estimate and 
claim that Torrance's population is over the 100,000 mark.

To prove it, the City Council has ordered a special cen­ 
sus to be taken tentatively next month.

Population figures are more than mere civic pride to 
city officials, since the total nose count, determines the 
amount of money cities receive from motor license and gas 
tax fees.

According to the Planning Commission estimate, Tor­ 
rance ranks below Los Angeles with 2,421.859 population; 
Long Beach, 315,924; Pasadena, 121.62(5 and Glendale, 117,- 
692.

Other nearby city populations were estimated as fol­ 
lows: Gardena, 33,650; Hawthorne, 33,098; Palos Verdes Es­ 
tates, 8718; Manhattan Beach, 33,939; Rolling Hills, 1442;

ur. The immunity of 3 or 4 
veeks provided in such cases is 

of relatively short duration, but 
s sometimes desirable for a very 
voting or delicate child.

As far as is known, it is ex- 
remely rare for anyone to have 
neasles more than once. Usual- 
y those persons who claim they 

have had it a couple of times 
probably experienced a mild and 
ntirely separate disease known 

as German measles or Rubella. 
All the early symptoms of 

neasles are suggestive of the 
omman cold. These signs in- 
lude the usual runny nose, a 

^lightly elevated temperature, 
and a cotigh. Red, water eyes 
hat are sensitive to light may 

T!SO be evident.
Acute secondary infections 

.vhich sometimes develop during 
neasles, generally when the pa- 
ient seems to be on the way to
-ecovery, may result in perman- 
nt hearimg or vision damage, 
leart impairment, a chronic kid­ 
ney disorder, or bronchopneu- 
nonia. The last named condition 

the most common cause of 
death resulting from measles.
